seventy-one-year-old J ewish 
physician whom six-year-old 
Adolf Hitler used to call 
“Uncle Doctor,” in a modest 
third floor back room of a 
Lisbon boarding house, where 
he and his wife were waiting 
for a boat to take them to 
their daughter in New York.

been closed to the Royal Navy. 

It fs not yet possible to say whether 
the British successes on the Keren 
front are a prelude to an-offensive or 
form part of the steady fighting which 
has been golng on for six weeks, but 
“Reuter” js told: “Things are boil- 
ing up at Keren again.”
